A band of independent pna- 
ducers are. however, all set to 
drag weather presentation 
kicking and screaming from 
the dark-ages into a new era 
which, hopefully soon, will hit 
cRjr scroans. For instance TTw 
Weather Dopartmeirt is a 
Birmingham company off ering 
up-to-the-momeni weather 
forecasts in real<ttme.

Pertiops one of the latest 
uses of computers to make TV 
a more effective place, and 
break through the traditional 
taboos and practices of the 
broadcasting world is La$er> 
cfl«f. A hi-tech system that 
allows cravat weanng produc- 
ers to cast thetr productions 
more effectively. 

At the touch of a button, the 
mug shots and details - for 
instance, how many times they 
have played the bach end of a 
pantomime horse, or whether 
an actor is able to tap dance 
whilst playing the violin - can 
tie quickly called up from a 
computerised laser disc sys- 
tem. Gone will tie the days of 
the casting couch forever. 

For perhaps the ultimate 
eKample of just how far the use 
of computers could progress 
on TV is suggested by the 
work done at America's I^^- 
sachusetts institute of 



Technologr^. 

'What's going to happen\ 
asks Professor David ZeH- 
2er, 'when we have [computer] 
animaton of photographic 
cjuality?' The prospect of the 
43rd, computer-gererated, 
series of Terry and Jurw being 
made long after the two Stan 
have retired is a prospect that 
could make us rue the day 
computers were ever allowed 
into television. But also 
imagine all of the repercus- 
sions it a false computer gen- 
erated image was txoadcast 
showing Neil Kinnock being 
punched by fvlargaret 
Thatcher, the ttiought may tie 
amusing but the consequ- 
ences more than a tittle 
troublesonr>e. You'll never 
know what is genuine televis- 
ion unless you're told- Could 
you ever believe the news 
again?
